REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims a 
prepreg obtained by impregnating a resin composition comprising a resin with an imide structure 
and a thermosetting resin into a fiber base material with a thickness of 5-50 um, wherein said 
resin with an imide structure is a polyamideimide resin having the structure represented by the 
following general formula 




as defined in claim 1 . The closest prior art, 
Takeuchi et al, U.S. Patent Number 7,138,174, teaches a prepreg laminate comprising a fiber 
base impregnated with a resin composition wherein the fiber base has a thickness of 10 to 200 
microns and the resin composition comprises a siloxane modified polyamide imide. Takeuchi 




teaches that the polyamide imide structure has within the structure. 

Takeuchi fails to teach that the polyamide imide resin has the general structure 

with in 

the structure as required by the present claims.
